HE UNEARTHED A MASTADON

Mayor Surprenant’s Singular
Discovery in the Klondike,

Ths discovery In the Klondike of a
large mastodon recalls that Mayor
Surprenant of this city alse unearthed
it prehistoric monater in the gold Nelda
of the north. Mayor Surprenant had
ruther an extended experience In the
1Klondike, and the mastodon which he
dincovared was pronounced (0 be one
of the most perfect mpeclmens ever
found,

After u residence of some months In
the Kilondike, Mr. Surprenant deter-
mined to open a mine on Bonansa
creek. He had a force of six mem at
work, and before they had dug very
far they came across the skeleton of
the monster, Realiging Its great value
to naturalists, Mr, Burprenant urged
the men to be careful, and the im-
mense remeins of the mastodon were
unearthed,

In every respect the specimen was a
fine one, the tusks ahd teeth belng In
4 state of perfect preservation. The
tusks wore 18 féet In length, and ihe
Jaws measured 4 feet 8 Inches across.
Some ldea of the size of the mastodon
can be gained from the statement that
one of Ite teeth measured 8% Inches
In breath, 8% Inches In length and 9%
inches In depth. This tooth the mayor
carrisl to Dawson and gave to a friend,
who promised to send It to the Smith-
sonian institute st Washington city.

“Because of the great size of the
skeleton we were unable to hoist It
from the earth,” related Mayor Sur-
prenant, in telling the story yesterday.
"It is Indeed lamentable that the frame
ot ihe beast could not have been se-
cured by sclentists, for it was truly
o remarkable specimen.”

The fact that mastodons have been
found In the frozen regions of the
far north, when such animals are
known to have Inhabitated tropical
portions of the earth, has led sclen-
tiste to belleve that the present frosen
portions of the earth were once the
tropics. While In the Klondike Mayor
Burprenant demonstrated this theory
to his own satisfaction.
